Joseph’s brethren dipped their 
brother’s coat in goat’s blood, then 
brought the dabbled garment to 
their father, cheating him with 
the idea that a ferocious animal 
had slain him, and thus hiding 
their infamous behavior. 


But there is no deception about 
that which we hold up to your 
observation tonight. A monster 
such as never ranged African 
thicket or Hindostan jungle hath 
tracked this land, and with bloody 
maw hath strewn the continent 
with the mangled carcasses of 
whole generations; and there are 
tens of thousands of fathers and 
mothers who could hold up the 
garment of their slain boy, truth- 
fully exclaiming, “It is my son’s 
coat; an evil beast hath devoured 
him.” 

There has, in all ages. and 
climes, been a tendency to the 
improper use of stimulants. Noah, 
as if disgusted with the preval- 
ence of water in his time, took 
to strong drink. By this vice, Al- 
exander the Conqueror was con- 
quered. The Romans at their 
feasts fell off their seats with in- 
toxication. Four hundred millions 


- of our raee are opium eaters. 


India, Turkey . and China have 
groaned with the desolation; and 
by it have been quenched such 
lights as Halley and De Quincey. 
One hundred millions are the vic- 
tims of the betel-nut, which has 
specially blasted the East Indies. 
Fhree hundred millions chew 
hashish, and Persia, Brazil and 
Africa suffer the delirium. The 
Tartars employ murowa;_ the 
Mexicans, the agave; the people 
at Guarapo, an intoxicating qual- 
ity taken from sugar cane; while 
a great multitude that no man 
can number are disciples of al- 
cohol. To it they bow. Under it 
they are trampled, In its trenches 
they fall. On its ghastly holocaust 
they burn.

CHAPTER III 
God Makes Plans Ahead in History for Man and Nations 


It is clear from even a casua’ 
reading of the Bible that God does 
have His hand on the affairs of 
men. God does move things and 
people from behind the _ scenes. 


-God does have plans ahead of time 


and works His will in many, 
many matters in the affairs of 
men. 


That Goa knows all the future 
is clearly illustrated by Bible 
prophecy. God had men ‘to write 
down, often centuries ahead of 
time, things that would come to 
pass. For example, in Daniel, 
chapter 2, we have a brief but 
very clear outline of history, God 
said there would appear in suc- 
eession four great world empires. 
This vision was. given to King 
Nebuchadnezzar, the emperor of 
the first empire and through di- 
vine help interpreted by the Pro- 
phet Daniel. But Nebuchadnez- 
zar’s great Babylon was to be 
followed successively by other 
world empires — Media-Persia, 
Greece under Alexander the Great, 
and Rome.

head was of gold but succeeding 
empires were of silver, brass, iron, 
and part iron and clay. Again, the 
Roman Empire is clearly pictured 


by the two legs, representing the 


livision into the eastern and west- 
ern portions of the Empire. Then 
the nations coming out of. the 
Roman Empire and succeeding it 
are illustrated by the ten toes of 
the image. A similar prophecy is 
indicated by the four beasts in 
Daniel, chapter 7. God knows all 
history before it is written, all 
human affairs before they occur. 

Not only are these matters 
known to God; in large measure 
they are planned and ordained of 
God. When  Nebuchadnezzar’s 
heart was lifted up with pride 
and he said, “Is not this great 
Babylon, that I have built for the 
house of the kingdom by the might 
of my power, and for the honour 
of my majesty?” (Dan. 4:30), then 
God humbled Nebuchadnezzar. 
God took away his power, even 


his reason, caused him to eatt 


grass in the field like an ox. He 
was demented seven years for 
this purpose, as God said, “until 
thou know that the most High 
ruleth in the kingdom of men, 
and giveth it to whomsoever he 
will” (Dan. 4:32). For His pur- 
pose, God moves kings and em- 
pires as well as individuals. 
As Proverbs 21:1 says, “The 
king’s heart is in the hand of

Survivors include his *widow, 
Addie, and two sons, James P., di- 
rector of visual education for the 
Chicago Board of Education, and 
Timothy T. Fitzwater, a Dallas 
insurance broker.

The Judge and Juvenile 
Delinquency 
A man who has spent the ma- 
jor portion of his life ‘inside’ 
crime—serving 21 years as a crim- 
inal lawyer, then 16 years.as a 
judge in the criminal .courts— re- 
cently presented in This Weel: 
magazine: the most sensible solu- 


| tion to the juvenile delinquency 


qiiéstién we have ever read in the 
secular press, The Honorable 
Samuel S. Leibowitz, senior judge 
of Brooklyn’s highest —- criminal 
court, sadly agreeing with J. Ed- 
gar Hoover and the Senate Sub- 
Committee on Juvenile Delinquen- 
cy that ‘‘we are losing our battle 
against juvenile delinquency,” de- 
termined to go to the Western 
country with the lowest crime 
rate among juveniles to see if he 
could learn the secret of their 
success. 


He felt that America’s present 
approach to the problem through 
offering such ‘“‘solutions” as teen- 
age curfews, more playgrounds, 
punishing parents for their teen- 
agers’ crimes, getting more social 
workers, setting up a federal de- 
linquency bureau, and _ establish- 
ing psychiatric committees to re- 
search the adolescent psyche, 
were like “putting bandages on a 
sore that can be healed only by 
changing the blood stream.” 

Official reports show the Unit- 
ed States leading all the West 
in percentage of crimes commit- 


ted by offenders 18 years of age 


or under. Our nation has 35% 
of her sex crimes and 12% of her 
homicides committed by youth in 
that age bracket. Even drunken 
France with her “wire, women 
and sone”’ has only one-fifth as 
many of her sex crimes (7%) and 
8% of her murders committed by 
youth in this category. The low- 
est of all the Western countries 
is Italy, who has only 2% of her 
sex crimes and % of 1% of her 
homicides committed by youth 18 
or under. So Judge Leibowitz 
went to Italy last summer to 
seek the answer. 


He spent weeks. interviewing 
police commissioners, school su- 
perintendents, city officials, and 
visiting the homes of all elasses 
of families. Wherever he went he 
learned that “the young people in 
Italy respect authority” and that 
this respect “starts in the home 
and carries over .into the school, 
the city streets, the courts.” The 
Honorable Leibowitz’s conclusion 
was that these nine words can 
stop juvenile delinquency: “Put 
Father back at the head of the 
family!” He commented that this 
principle in action could do more 
for America than all the commit- 
tees, ordinances, and multi-mil- 
lion dollar programs combined. 

Lamenting that we are rapidly 
becoming a “nation of matri- 
archs,” he pleaded for an old-fash- 
ioned return to strong discipline 
and teaching of respect for au- 
thority, the father taking the lead. 
Noting that the. child who is 
reared in an atmosphere of only 
doing what he pleases is not real- 
istically prepared to face the 
world, he further observed that 
such a child is not even happy, 
but rather confused. He blamed 
our rapidly rising divorce rate up- 
on this same discipline failure, 
calling it “the result of delinquen- 
cy grown up, a natural outgrowth 
of the teen-ager’s inability to cope 
with the world he was never pre- 
pared for.’ So strongly is he con-~- 


vinced that making father the} 


true head of the family is the 
proper solution, he asserted, “A 
home where the father is not the 
recognized chief is not much bet- 
ter off, to my way of thinking, 


held a six-night inter-church cru- 
sade in Three Hills, Alberta, Can- 
ada. During the crusade there were 
between 4,000 and 4,500 people in 
total attendance. There were many 
decisions among Christians for 
soul winning, tithing, and putting 
God first. There were between 25 
and 30 decisions for salvation or 
restoration during the six nights.

to be born of a virgin (Isa. 7:14). 
He was to be born in Bethlehem 
(Mic, 5:2). He was to be of the 
house of David (Isa. 9:6, 7)..He 
must be of the tribe of Judah 
(Gen. 49:10). Many details of His 
crucifixion and the meaning of 
His. death are told in Psalm 22, 
Isaiah 53, and elsewhere in Old 
Testament prophecy. God does 
plan ahead in the affairs of men 
and works things according to His 
will. 


I, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob 
Were Chosen to Found 
the Nation Israel 


In Genesis 12:1-3 we find how 
God called out Abraham to a 
destiny planned ahead of time for 
him: 


“Now the Lord had said unto 
Abram, Get thee out of thy coun- 
try, and from thy kindred, and 
from thy fathers house, unto a 
land that I will shew thee: And 
I will make of thee a great na- 
tion, and I will bless thee, and 
make thy name great; and thou 
shalt be a blessing: And I_ will 
bless them that bless thee, and 
curse him that curseth thee: and 
in thee shall all families of the 
earth be blessed.” 


The promised son was not yet 
born. Not till the promise was re- 
peated in various forms did Abra- 
ham at last believe God. In saving 
faith he committed himself to 
God (Gen. 15:6). Then was Isaac 
born. 


Note that Abraham was select- 
ed for a task, a destiny. He had 
the same chance for salvation that 
every other man has. He was no 
more elected to be saved than 
others are  foreordained to be 
saved. But he was foreordained to 
be a father of many nations, the 
founder of Israel. 


Abraham wished that Ishmael 
might be chosen as the one 
through whom the. ancestral line 
of the nation Israel and of Christ 
would run. But God told him no, 
that the child of promise, Isaac, 
would be born of Sarah (Gen. 17: 
15-21). 

God promised many _ blessings 
to Ishmael but Isaac was to be 
the father of the nation Israel, 
through whom God would work 
out certain great plans. 

No hint is given that Ishmael 
could not be saved the same as 
Isaac. The special predestination 
of Isaac was not to salvation, but 
to a certain destiny as father of 
the Jewish nation. Ishmael may 
have been converted or may not 
have been. At any rate, he could 


| have been saved; that is not the 


issue here. But to be chosen in 
destiny as the head of the future 
Jewish nation was given to Isaac. 
Jacob was chosen instead otf 
Esau. As the older twin, Esau 
had the right of the firstborn to 
inherit the covenant and promise 
and the family destiny. But Esau 
despised that heritage and traded 
it for a bowl of pottage. How 
great was Esau’s mistake is made 
clear in Hebrews 12:16, 17: 


“Lest there be any fornicator, 
or profane person, as Esau, who 
for one morsel of meat sold his 
birthright, For ye know how that 
afterward, when he would have 
inherited the blessing, he was re- 
jected: for he fownd no place of 
repentance, though he sought it 
carefully with tears.” 


The blessing that Esau did not 
inherit was the blessing of be- 
coming the father of the Jewish 
nation, with all the plans God had 
made for Israel. As far as this 
destiny was concerned, Esau 
“found no place of repentance, 
though he sought it carefully with 
tears.”” No reference is made here 
to the matter of salvation. Esau 
could have been saved, possibly 
was saved—-we do not know. No 
one is predestined to be saved 
or predestined to be lost. On mor- 
al matters—matters of right and 
wrong—every person is allowed to 
choose for himself. But God set- 
tled that Jacob should inherit the 
promises God had made to Abra- 
ham and Isaac, and Esau later 
could not repent and take back 
the birthright he had despised. 

God had known ahead of time 
About Jacob and Esau, and had 
made a choice. God had told Re- 
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bekah before the twins were born, 
“Two nations are in thy womb, 
and two manner of people shall 
be separated from thy bowels; 
and the one people shall be strong- 
er than the other people; and the 
elder shall serve the younger’ 
(Gen. 25:23). - 

The New Testament refers to 
this Scripture and this truth in 
the following language: 


“And not only this; but when 
Rebecca also had conceived by 
one, even by our father Isaac; 
(For the children being not yet 
born, neither having done any 
good or evil, that the purpose of 
God according to election might 
stand, not of works, but of him 
that calleth;) It was said unto 
her, The elder shall serve the 
younger. As it is written, Jacob 
have I loved, but Esau have I 
hated.”—Rom. 9:10-13. 


The quotation, “Jacob have I 
loved, but Esau have I hated,” 
is from Malachi 1:1-3. There we 
find that the loving and hating 
were not for the individuals Jacob 
and Esau so much as for the two 
nations represented. “. . . Was not 
Esau Jacob’s brother? saith the 
Lord: yet I loved Jacob, And I 
hated Esau, and laid his mountains 
and his heritage waste for the 
dragons of the wilderness.” 


God had chosen the nation Is- 
rael, of which Jacob was the fath- 
er, for certain national destiny. 
And between Edom, the country 
populated by the descendants of 
Esau, and Israel, God had chosen 
Israel and rejected Edom. 


Again, we should take pains to 
note that nothing is said here to 
indicate that God would save a 
Jew quicker than He would save 
an Edomite, a descendant from 
Esau. That is not the meaning of 
the passage at all. Concerning sal- 
vation we are plainly told, ‘God 
is no respecter of persons” (Acts 
10:34). But for a nation through 
which the Scriptures would be 
given and the Redeemer would 
come, God chose Jacob. and his 
descendants and rejected Esau 
and his descendants. 


II, In a Special Sense, Israel 
Is a Chosen People 
and Nation — 
God said to Abraham = about 
Isaac, “. . . and I will establish 
my covenant with him for an ever- 


lasting covenant, and with his 
seed after him” (Gen. 17:19). 
Later God told Jacob, “. . . fear 


not to go down into Egypt; for 
I will there make of thee a great 
nation,” and that He would bring 
the gation out of Egypt (Gen. 46: 
3, 4). 

After the exodus, God instruct- 
ed Moses to tell the people, “Now 
therefore, if ye will obey my voice 
indeed, and keep my covenant, 
then ye shall be a peculiar treas- 
ure unto me above all people: 
for all- the earth is mine: And ye 
shall be unto me a kingdom of 
priests, and an holy nation. These 
are the words which thou shalt 
speak unto the children of Israel” 
(Exod. 19:5, 6). Israel, then, is 
“an holy nation,” that is, a set- 
apart people. So in Isaiah 45:4 
God speaks of ‘Jacob my servant’s 
sake, and Israel mine elect ... .” 
And again in Isaiah 65:9, 22 Israel 
is called of God, “mine elect.” 

This great distinction for Israel 
is recognized in Romans 9:4, 5: 


’? 


“Who are Israelites; to whom 
pertameth the adoption, and the 
glory, and the covenants, and the 
giwing of the law, and the service 
of God, and the promises; Whose 
are the fathers, and of whom as 
concerning the flesh Christ came, 
who is over all, God blessed for 
ever, Amen.” 


God had great plans for Israel, 
the nation, and through Israel 
came the Old Testament with its 
priesthood; ceremonies, and fig- 
ures; from Israel came the pro- 


phets, and at last the Lord Jesus 


Christ. 

Hlowever, in the same Scripture 
it is made clear that this election, 
this choosing of Israel, ‘id not 
mean Salvation for every Jew. 
“That is, They which are the chil- 
dren of the flesh, these are not 
the children of God: but the chil- 
dren of the promise are counted 
for the seed’ (Rom. 9:8). 

The same thing is taught in 
Romans 4:13, “For the promise, 
that he should be the heir of the 
world, was not to Abraham, or to

his seed, through the law, but 
through the _ righteousness of 
faith.” 

A Jew is saved only by faith. 
A Jew who does not personally 
trust Christ for salvation will not 
take part in the kingdom of Christ 
on earth and will not inherit the 
great promises of Abraham. 

Of the elect nation we are told, 
“Esaias also crieth concerning 
Israel, Though the number of the 
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children of Israel be as the sand 
of the sea, a remnant shall be 
saved” (Rom. 9:27). 

But “God hath not cast away 
his people which he _ foreknew” 
but “there is a remnant according 
to the election of grace” (Rom. 
11:1-6). 

In Matthew 24:31 Jesus tells of 
the time when He will regather 
the nation Israel to Palestine 
when He Himself returns to sit 
on David’s throne and reign. This 
saved remnant of Israel is called 
the elect. He said, he shall 
send his angels with a great sound 


.of a trumpet, and they shall gath- 


er together, his elect from the 
four winds, from one end of 
heaven to the other.” 

‘The Lord Jesus told Nicodemus, 

ruler of the Jews, “Except a 
man be born again, he cannot see 
the kingdom of God.” And when 
Christ comes to reign on the earth, 
not a single Jew will enter that 
kingdom, nor a Gentile, except 
those who have been born again, 
just as now, tn the spiritual king- 
dom of God, one cannot enter 
without the new birth, personal 
faith in Christ. 


Ill. God Chose Ahead of Time 
Other Individuals, and Pre- 
destined Them to Particu- 

lar Work for Him 

We have seen how God selected 
Abraham, Isaac, and. Jacob for 
the work of founding the nation 
Israel. According to the Scrip- 
tures, a good many other indi- 
viduals were selected of God ahead 
of time to do certain works. 

For example, David was chosen 
to be second king of Israel. But 
he was chosen also to found a 
dynasty that should never die, but 
would come to its great climax 
in the Lord Jesus Christ who 
should eventually restore David’s 
throne and sit upon it. That is 
clearly taught in Psalm 89:19-37 
and in II Samuel 7:8-17. A sim- 
ilar record of that great cove- 
nant with David is given in I 
Chronicles 17:7-15. 

In I Kings 13:2 
that of the house of David, God 
would raise up a king, Josiah by 
name, who would offer the idola- 
trous priests on Jeroboam’s false 
altar. And this came to pass more 
than three hundred years later 
(II Kings 23:15-20). God knew 
ahead of time that He would lead 
Josiah to defile -and destroy the 
false altar. 

You will note that this is not 
nredestination to salvation. God 
knew that Josiah would be saved, 
of course, but he was not com- 
nelled to be saved. That is not 
the point of election and predes- 
tination. God chose Josiah ahead 
of time to do a certain work for 
Him. 

In Isaiah 44:28 and 45:1 Cyrus, 
the great king, is named over two 
hundred years ahead of time as 
one who would order the restora- 
tion of Jerusalem and the temple, 
and this was before the temple 
was destroyed and the people were 
carried captive! 

It is quite clear also from a 
number of Scriptures—that God 
selected Nebuchadnezzar for. the 
work which he would do.

IV. Pharaoh Raised Up as an 
Example of God’s Wrath 


The case of Pharaoh has trou- 
bled many Christians. 
times in the book of Exodus it is 
said either that “God hardened 
Pharaoh’s heart,’ or ‘Pharaoh 
hardened his heart,” or ‘‘Pharaoh’s 
heart was hardened.” 

Hlowever, it is a mistake to 
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suppose that God made Pharaoh's 
heart hard about the matter of 
salvation. No, after Pharaoh had 
long gone on in sin, after he had 
rejected every offer of mercy, God 
‘caused and allowed Pharaoh. to 
have a stubborn heart, so that he 
insisted’ on keeping the Hebrew 
people in slavery in Egypt. His 
heart was hardened on that mat- 
ter so that God could make him 
an example of the destruction that 
comes on people who resist God. 

Pharaoh could have been saved. 
All dis murderous persecution of 
Israel showed that he did not 
want to be saved.: His rejection 
of the signs and the messages 
from God brought by Moses shows 
he did not love God, that he did 
Fogen repent of his sins, that he did 
not seek to be saved. God hard-

ened Pharaoh’s heart in the sense 
that whem Pharaoh was stubborn, 
God presséd the-matter to a con- 
clusion and made an example of 
this rebellious sinner. 

That. matter is brought up again | 
in the New Testament. In Romans 
9, where God speaks of how He 
had planned ahead of time to use 
the nation Israel, verses 17-24 
have the following to say about 
Pharaoh and about how (God deals 
with stubborn and wicked hearts: 


“For the scripture saith unto 
Pharaoh, Even for this same pur- | 
pose have I raised thee up, that T | 
might shew my power in thee, and | 
that my name might be declured 
throughout all the earth. There- 
fore hath he mercy on whom he 
uill have mercy, and whom he 
will he hardeneth. Thou wilt say 
then unto me, Why doth he yet 
find fault? For who hath resisted 
his will? Nay but, O man, who 
art thou that repliest against 
God? Shall the thing formed say 
to him that formed it. Why hast 
thou made me thus? Hath not the 
potter power over the clay, of the 
same lump to make one vessel un- 
to honour, and another unto dis- 
honour? What if God, willing to 
shew his wrath, and to make his 
power known, endured with much 
longsuffering the vessels of wrath 
fitted to destruction: And that he 
might make known the riches of 
his glory on the vessels of mercy, 
which he had afore prenared unto 
glory, Even us, whom he hath 
called, not of the Jews only, bul 
also of the Gentiles?” 


Note here that the mercy men- 
tioned in verse 18 is not the mercy 
of salvation which is offered to 
everyone alike. But it was the 
mercy that God shows to wicked 
sinners for so long, even when 
they will not be saved. Of course, 
that mercy may be withdrawn and | 
God may bring them to judgment 
as always, in this life or the next, 
He does. That mercy is the “much 
in verse 


yeh God endures 


of wrath 


which 
“the vessels 
destruction.” 

Pharaoh was a_ vessel. suitable 
for God’s wrath. He was “fitted 
to destruction.” He was an enemy 
of God, an enemy of the people of 
God. Often warned, he would’ not 
repent. Must we blame God _ that 
the pane rule laid down in Prov- 
erbs 29:1 came to pass, “He, that 
being often reproved hardeneth | 
his neck, shall suddenly be de- 
stroyed, and that without reme- 
dy’’? 

Since Pharaoh did not love God, 
would not serve God, would not 
obey Him, would not turn from 
his sins, then God brought an issue 
where the wicked man must make 
an open choice. That issue was 
God’s demand to let Israel go. So 
Pharaoh hardened his heart. It is 
also true that, since God pressed 
the issue, God hardened his heart. 
It is also true that ‘‘Pharaoh’s 
heart was hardened,” that is, as 
a result of his long sin, and the 
chain of circumstances, inevitably 
his heart was hardened. 

But knowing the wickedness of 
this man, God raised him up to 
show God’s power and for the

| glory of God and the good of men. 


“For the scripture saith unto 
Pharaoh, Even for this same pur- 
pose have I raised thee up, that 


_I might shew my power in thee, 


and that my name might be de- 
clared throughout all the earth” 
(Rom. 9:17). 

Every lost sinner who rejects 
God’s offer of mercy, who turns 
down the Saviour, who refuses to 
repent of his sins, will eventually 
stand before Christ at the great 
white throne judgment. God will 
there make a public example of 
that sinner. There the books will 
be opened and he will be judged 
out of the things written in the 
books according to his works. And 
there God Himself will be vindi- 
cated. Every person who ever 
lived, every angel, every devil, will 


see that God has done right im) 


letting the wicked, Christ-reject- 
ing sinner go to Hell for his 
sins when he would not accept the 
offer of mercy. 

But God so used Pharaoh before 
his death. It seems obvious that 
Pharaci had already settled him- 
self and crystallized his. will 
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whom we seek to shepherd and 
for us and send your gift to help 
amongst the poor and bereft, the young 
Home, and the aged Hebrew Chris- 
very great.

the rum traffic. To many of our 
people, the best day of the week 
is the worst. Bakers must keep 
their shops closed on Sunday. It 
is dangerous to have loaves of 
bread going out on Sunday. The 
shoe store is closed; severe pen- 
alty will attack the man who sells 
boots on Sunday. But down with 
the window-shutters of the grog- 
shops! Our laws shall confer par- 
ticular honor upon the rum-traf- 
fickers. All - other trades must 
stand aside for these. Let our cit- 
izens who have disgraced them- 
selves by trading in clothing and 
hosiery and hardware and lumber 
and coal, take off their hats to 
the rum-seller, elected to particu- 
lar honor. It is unsafe for any 
other class of men to be allowed 
license for Sunday work. But 
swing out your signs, on ye traf- 
fickers in the peace of families, 
and in the souls of immortal men! 
Let the corks: fly and the beer 
foam and the rum go tearing 
down the half-consumed throat of 
the inebriate. God does not see! 
Does He? Judgment will never 
come! Will it? (Voices “Yes! 
yes!’’) 

People say, “Let us have more 
law to correct this evil.’””’ We have 
more law now than we can exe- 
cute. In what city is there a 
mayoralty that dare do it? The 
fact is that there is no advantage 
in having the law higher than 
public opinion. What would be 
the use of the Maine law in 
New York? Neal Dow, the mayor 
of Portland, came out with a 
posse and threw the rum of the 
city into the street. But I do not 
believe that there are three may- 
ors in the United States with his 
courage or nobility of spirit. 

I do not know but that God 
is determined to let drunkenne§gs 
triumph, and the husbands and 
sons. of thousands of our best 
familiés be destroyed by this vice, 
in order that our people, amazed 
and indignant, may rise up and 
demand the extermination of this 
municipal crime. There is a way 
of driving down the hoops of a 
- barrel so tight that they break. 
Taxing, Regulating, Does 
Not Work 


We can’t regulate intemperance. 
We are in this country, at this 
time, trying to regulate this evil 
by a tax on whisky. You might 
as well try to regulate the Asiatic 
cholera, or the smallpox, by taxa- 
tion. The men who distill liquors 
are, for the most part, unscrupu- 
lous; and the higher the tax, the 
more inducement to illicit -dis- 
tillation. New York produces forty 
thousand gallons of. whisky every 
twenty-four hours; and the most 
of it escapes the tax. The most 
vigilant officials fail to discover 
the cellars and vaults and sheds 
where this work is done. 

Oh, the folly of trying to re- 
Strain an evil by government 
tariffs! If every gallon of whisky 
made, if every flask of wine pro- 
duced, should be taxed a thousand 
dollars, it would not be enough 
to pay for the tears it has wrung 
out of the eves of widows and 
orphans, nor for the blood it has 
dashed on the altars of the Chris- 
tian church, nor for the catas- 
trophe of the millions it has de- 
stroyed forever. 

Oh! we are a Christian people! 
From Boston a ship sailed for 
Africa, with three missionaries 
and twenty-two thousand gallons 
of New England rum on. board. 
Which will have the most effect 
ene missionaries, or the rum? 


Temperance Pledges Help 


Shall we try the power of the 
pledge? There are thousands of 
men who have been saved by put- 
ting their names to such a docu- 
ment. I know it is laughed at; but 
there are men who, having once 
promised a thing, do it. “Some 
have broken the. pledge.” Yes; 
they were liars. But all men are 
not liars. I do not say that it is 
the duty of all persons to make 
such signature; but I do say that 
it will be the salvation of many 
of you. 

The glorious work of Theobald 
Matthew can never be estimated. 
At his hand four millions of people 
took the pledge, including eight 
prelates and seven hundred of the 
Roman Catholic clergy. A multi- 
tude of them were faithful. 

Dr. Justin Edwards said. that

ten thousand drunkards had been 
permanently reformed in_ five 
years. 


Through the great Washington- 
ian movement in Ohio, sixty 
thousand took the pledge; in Penn- 
sylvania, twenty-nine thousand;

land. Many of these had been 
habitual drunkards. One hundred 
and fifty thousand of them, it is 
estimated, were permanently re- 
claimed.

Norwich, seventy-two; Fairfield, 
fifty; Sheffield, seventy-five. All 
over the land reformed men were 
received back into the churches 
that they had before disgraced; 
and households were re-establish- 
ed. All up and down the land 
there were gratulations and praise 
to God.

in gratitude to God for the op- 
portunity of reaching multitudes 
with the Gospel, the. only fitting 
way to celebrate the honour is to 
seek to make man’s ruin and 
God’s remedy plainer than I have 
ever done before. 

In the story which I seek to 
bring before you, then, based on 
the verses already quoted, the 
story of a pompous king feasting 
in a palatial hall, desecrating con- 
secrated vessels, and defying the 
Almighty; I feel we have a pa- 
thetic tragedy which should serve 
as a warning to millions. As we 
see the divine Bookkeeper writing

The poet, as he reflected on the 
awe-inspiring scene, has written: 


At the feast of Belshazzar and a thousand

While they drank from golden vessels as 
the Book of Truth records; 
In the night, as they revelled, in the 
royal palace hall, | 
They were seized with consternation,

These simple but sombre words 
will cause the record of folly and 
doom to live afresh on the canvas 
of many minds, but let me, as an 
ambassador of Christ, dip my 
brush. in the events of Daniel, 
chapter 5, and paint in glowing 
crimson the stern warning they 
present to every unsaved reader 
of these words. In the first place, 
this stirring narrative reminds us 
of : 


The Security Which Prompts 
Defiance of Heaven 
“Belshazzar the king made a 
great feast to a thousand of his 
lords, and drank wine before the 
thousand.”—Dan. 5:1. 


Mighty Babylon, the city which 
was the pride of. history, never 
looked gayer or felt more secure 
than it did on that fateful night 
of destiny, and in the centre of it 
all, Belshazzar reigned proud and 
supreme. His head swam with a 
sense of intoxicating power as he 
fondly assured himself that his 
mighty armies were invincible, 
and the economy of his country 
in a position. of enduring strength. 
With unlimited wealth at his dis- 
posal, wealth which would enable 
him to command the flattering 
adulation of the people, and which 
brought within his grasp. the 
thrilling sense of incomparable 
power, what need had he to fear 
—even the wrath of the Al- 
mighty? 

Then, as his thoughts turned 
in another direction, equally pleas- 
ing, and he contemplated the 
beautiful and licentious women 
Which adorned his court, the *en- 
chanting music which filtered 
through the palace, the luscious 
and rare foods which appeared 
continually on his table, and the 
opportunities which presented 
themselves daily for the exercise 
of unbridled lust, what favours 
need he seek from the hand of 
any—even from the God of Hea- 
ven and.earth? 


As he banished God and His 
eternal laws from his thoughts, 
little did Belshazzar dream that 
before the night was over he was 
doomed to die—stricken by the 
judgment of the God whom he 
had flouted and despised. He had 
no intention of dying so soon; 
he had great and wonderful plans 
for that evening, and for the fu- 
ture; but he learned too late that 
‘it is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God” 
(Heb. 10:31). 


If ever a man knew the truth 
of the apostolic word—‘God is 
not mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap” 
(Gal. 6:7)—it was this arrogant, 
Heaven-defying king. 

Pharaoh in the Old Testament, 
and Herod in the New, both dis- 
covered that their fancied security 
and strength crumbled into dust 
before the breath of God’s devour- 
ing wrath and Heaven’s outpoured 
judgment. The former could sneer 
loudly at Moses, in the _ high- 
sounding boast—‘Who is. the 
Lord, that I should obey his voice 
to let Israel go? I know not the 


Lord, neither will I let Israel 


go” (Exod. 5:2)—but he leads the 
flower of Egypt's military 
strength into overwhelming dis- 
aster and an ignominious death in 
the swirling waters of the Red 
Sea. The latter might cast God’s 
faithful disciples into prison, and, 
clad in his royal apparel, drink in 
the plaudits of the worshipping 
crowd, but he was soon smitten 
with the rod of judgment, and 
“. « . Was eaten of worms, and 
gave up the ghost” (Acts 12:23). 

Unsaved reader, with all the 
power at my command, let me 
urge you not to rest in a sense 
of false security, or allow your- 
self to be lulled to sleep by the 
siren voice of Satan and his in- 
struments. It is foolish to trifle 
when the judgments of God are 
abroad in the earth and the swift 
lightnings of His terrible sword of 
vengeance are waiting’ to be un- 
loosed upon the Christ-rejecter. 
The hand which wrote ¢the sen- 
tence of death for Belshazzar may, 
at this very moment, be preparing 
the death warrant for you—the 
soul that has so long turned a 
deaf ear to the voice of ‘divine 
mercy. Your fancied security will 
vanish overnight, and your dar- 
ing confidence give place to a 
whirlwind of endless fear, when 
God settles His account with a 
soul that has trodden underfoot 
the blood of His dear Son, and 
you hear Him saying, “Because I 
have called, and ye refused; I 
have stretched out my hand, and 
no man regarded ... I also will 
laugh at your calamity; I will 
mock when your fear cometh” 
(Prov. 1:24, 26). 


As this dramatic story of the 


Old Testament.\develops, we are 
reminded, too, ar: 


The Shame of Treating Sacred 
Things Lightly 


“They brought the golden ves- 
sels that were taken out of the 
temple of. the house of God which 
was at Jerusalem; and the king, 
and his princes, his wives, and 
his concubines, drank in. them. 
They drank wine, and praised, the 
gods of gold, and of silver, of 
brass, of iron, of wood, and of 
stone” (Dan. 5:3, 4). 


Historians vie with each other 
in their amazing description of 
the majesty and glory of mighty 
Babylon, the crown of human 
achievement and skill. Even a 
brief account of its imposing size 
and beauty dazzles the imagina- 
tion, for it was fifteen miles 
Square and sixty miles in circum- 
ference—-the outside walls being 
350 feet in height, 700 feet wide at 
the base, and 300 feet wide at the 
top. Upon this famous and gigan- 
tic wall seven chariots could race 
abreast, whilst in’ addition there 
was an inner wall 250 feet: high 
from which an army kept con- 
stant vigil with cauldrons of hot, 
melted lead, ready at any time 
of the night or day to pour it on 
the heads of any attacking force. 
Outside the great protecting wall 
a moat formed additional secur- 
ity for the inhabitants. 

Inside the city there stood 250 
imposing pillars, 250 feet in 
height, in honour of the great 
heroes and military figures of

God did raise up Pharaoh for 
destruction, and had him drowned 


in tthe Red Sea. But God did not! 


predestinate Pharaoh to be lost. 
He was lgst because he was a 
wicked sinner who would not be 
moved by God’s mercy, nor by the 
message of God’s servant, nor the 
mighty signs which were shown 
him. He was already an impenitent 
Sinner, so God made an example 
of Pharaoh. And God doubtless 
does the same thing today with 
many a man who dies violently, 
after years of sin. So, doubtless, 
it was with Hitler and with Mus- 
solini, But either of them could 
have been saved if in his heart 
he had repented and turned to 
Christ in faith. Since they went 
long in stubborn sin and wicked- 
ness, it was proper and right that 
these vessels of wrath fitted to 
destruction should be made a 
public example of the judgment 
of God on such sinners.

As Daniel is brought in before 
the trembling monarch and prom- 
ised wonderful honours if he 
can read the mysterious writing 
on the wall, he loses no time in 
reminding the king that his de- 
fiance of Heaven has been ag- 
eravated in the sight of God by 
reason of the fact that he had in- 
dulged in his impiety and sin, with 
the fearful example of Nebuchad- 
nezzar before him. In history, as 
recent as that of his own grand- 
father, he had seen how pride and 
self-esteem had so offended the 
justice of the Almighty that 
Nebuchadnezzar was Geposed from 
kingly power and his very nature 
changed by the hand of God, so 
that he wandered among the cat- 
tle, eating their food and living 
their life, until all men stood back 
in awe at the shattering spectacle 
of the once-proud despot eating 
grass in the field—his body cov- 
ered with the dew of Heaven. The 
hand of God was so heavy upon 
him that his mind was deranged 
at the amazing changes taking 
place in his nature and being, un- 
til a recognition of his own weak- 
ness and sin and the sovereignty 
and majesty of God, moved him 
to an acknowledgment of his guilt, 
and led to the exercise of the 
mercy of God. Yet Belshazzar re- 
fuses to learn wisdom or to take 
warning from this fearful and re- 
cent example of the wrath of God 
against the recklessness of sin, 
and is indicted by the prophet for 
this folly. 


Be persuaded, dear sinner, that 
the hand of God will eventually 
write your sentence of doom, if 
you persist in your path of unbe- 
lief and rejection of the Saviour, 
when your pathway is strewn 
with a multitude of outstanding 
examples of God’s sure punish- 
ment of sin. Proverbs 29:1 stands 
like a beacon on the page of 
Scripture, flashing out its warn- 
ing message to every unsaved 
soul: “He, that being often re- 


proved hardeneth his neck, shall | 


suddenly be destroyed, and that 
without remedy.” =, 


These words are written across 
the swirling waters of the deluge 


'rejecting the plain warnings of 


history. 

Turn once more to the inspired 
record of Belshazzar’s guilt and 
see afresh: 


The Stubborn Disregard of 
Revealed Truth 
“Thou O Belshazzar, hast 
not humbled thine heart, though 
thou knewest all this; But hast 
lifted up thyself against the Lord 
of heaven.”—Vss. 22, 23. 


This proud and haughty mon- 
arch had received a revelation of 
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HEAR OF PERSONS 
ANGRY AFTER A GOS- 
PEL SERMON, AND I SAY TO MYSELF, 
“I AM NOT SORRY FOR IT.’ SOME- 
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MORE LINE; LET HIM SPEND HIS 
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CHRIST FOREVER, 
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the way in which God regarded 
sin, and. had witnessed its course 
and consequence, its nature and 
punishment, in the life of his il- 
lustrious predecessor, but he reso- 
lutely and determinedly resolved 
to disregard the voice of God in 
all those solemn events. He could 
not plead ignorance of the law of 
God, nor of His holiness and hat- 
red of sin, but, intoxicated with a 
false sense of power and security, 
he chose to rule God out of. his 
life completely. Shutting’ his eyes 
to the light of revelation and re- 
fusing to accept divinely-given 
knowledge of his responsibilities 
and obligations to the throne of 
Heaven, he stubbornly set his 
course in the opposite direction, 
until a lone hand writes his-doom 
upon the wall. 


I would fain remind you once 
again, my unsaved reader, that 
God will hold you responsible for 
your attitude to the revelation of 
His precious Word. There is a day 
fixed in the calendar of Heaven 
“when God shall judge the secrets 
of men by Jesus Christ according 
to my. Gospel” (Rom. 2:16), and 
no power in earth, or Heaven, or 
Hell, can possibly alter or amend 
the divine programme. 


As Daniel, the man of God, 
stood that dreadful night in the 
gaudy and godless banqueting hall 
and rebuked this reckless king, he 
placed special emphasis upon 
Belshazzar’s studied disregard of 
God-given light and knowledge in 
the solemn words, “. Though 
thou knewest all this ... [thou] 
hast not humbled thine heart... 
But hast lifted up thyself against 
the Lord.” The basis of his con- 
demnation is the original sin of 
both man and the Devil—the hate- 
ful sin of pride. 

It was pride which filled the 
“anointed cherub” with the foul 
ambition to assume equality with 
God, and constrained the Al- 
mighty to hurl him with his fol- 
lowers over the battlements of 
glory, leading Jesus to say, in the 
days of His flesh, “I beheld Satan 
as lightning fall from Heaven” 
(Luke 10:18). It was pride which 
brought our first parents crash- 
ing down in ruin, and involved 
their entire progeny in endless 
disaster. No wonder the Prophet 
Isaiah cried, “Woe to the crown 
of pride .. .” (Isa, 28:1), and 
Solomon wrote, under divine in- 
spiration, “A man’s pride shall 
bring him low” (Prov. 29:23). 


God grant in His mercy that ev- 


ery unsaved reader of this mes- 


sage shall humbly kneel at the | 


foot of the cross, with the prayer 
of the penitent upon his lips, 
“God be merciful to me a sinner” 
(Luke 18:13), for Jesus, who 
knew God’s attitude to pride and 
could therefore speak with au- 
thority, went on to say, “I tell 
you, this man went down to his 
house justified rather than the 
other: for every one that exalteth 
himself shall be abased; and he 
that humbleth himself shall be 
exalted” (Luke 18:14). 


The curtain is rapidly falling 
upon Belshazzar’s history and 
ruin, but let me call your special 
attention to: 


The Sudden Doom Which 

Overtakes the Impenitent 

“In that night was Belshazzar 
the king of the Chaldeans slain,’ 
—Dan. 35:30. 


A short distance from the won- 
der city of Babylon lay an old, 
empty, artificial lake, and for 
many weeks the armies of the in- 
vader had been hard at work dig- 
ging a ditch frgm the Euphrates 
to the dry lake and holding the 
waters back until “zero hour’ 
with a great dam. When God’s 
hour struck the chimes of doom 
for Belshazzar, the mighty Eu- 
phrates was diverted into the 
carefully prepared channel, as or- 
ders were given to break the dam, 
and the troops of the Medes and 
Persians rushed into the city 
through -the river channel. As 
Daniel completed the reading of 
the king’s sentence of doom and 
the hand that had written it van- 
ished from view, the palace doors 
burst open and the invading sol- 
diers, with shouts of triumph, fell 
upon Belshazzar, reddening their 
glittering lances with his blood. 
Mighty Babylon had been con- 
quered at last, and the king, who 
cared little for either God or man, 
lay prostrate in death, surrounded 
by the empty glamour of his for- 
mer estate. 

Such is the tragic end of all 
who reject God, and refuse to 
hearken to His voice of mercy. 
Belshazzar had learnt too late 
that sin is sure to bring punish- 
ment, and that there is no es- 
cape to the impenitent from the 
wrath of a sin-hating God. 

Unsaved friend, if there is one 
thing that is certain, it is that 
pay-day is ahead. The day of 
final reckoning 
the dawn. God may already have 
“numbered” your kingdom. One 
day He will “finish” it, as He did 
that of Belshazzar. Devils will 
dance and hold high carnival in 
that hour of your final doom, but 
you will discover that the fancied 
security, in which you now boast, 
has melted in the fires of God’s 
wrath. 

Away back in the infancy of 
the human race, when even time 
was young, God declared, “My 
Spirit shall not always strive with 
man” (Gen. 6:3); and if you con-

tinue in sin and unbelief, the 
Spirit of God will eventually cease 
to plead with you, and leave you 
stranded and wrecked and ruined 
forever. Lest you vainly imagine 
that Belshazzar’s case Was an 
isolated example of God’s judg- 
ment on the sinner, let me remind 
you of the statement of Scripture, 
“God is no respecter of persons” 
(Acts 10:34); and the narrative 
we have had under review is true, 
in measure, of the condition of 
all men by nature. They are un- 
der the curse of a broken law, 
and “condemned already” (John 
3:18). 

On almost every page of the 
Word of God we are met with 
this unwelcome but patent fact 
that as a result of our sin we are 
all. like this arrogant, king, under 
“sentence of death,” for. Scripture 
plainly declares that “the soul 
that sinneth, it shall die” (Ezek. 
18:20). It may be that for you, as 
for Belshazzar, that day will 
come in an unexpected hour of 
ease, and pleasure, and forgetful- 
ness of God, for ‘when they shall 
say, Peace and safety; THEN 
sudden destruction cometh upon 
them, as travail upon a~ woman 
with child:.and they shall not es- 
eape” (1 Thess. 5:3). 


Finally, ere I close this message, 
let me call your earnest atten- 
tion to: 


The Supreme Tragedy of 
Unsought Mercy 
“The God in whose hand thy 
breath is, and whose are all thy 
ways, hast thou not glorified,” 
—Dan. 5:23. 


There Was one individual who 
passed safely through that awful 
night of judgment. Whilst Bel- 
shazzar the king, with his Jords 
and ladies and the idolatrous peo- 
ple of Babylon, went down. in 
blood before the flashing swords 
of the onrushing armies of the 
enemy, Daniel was spared because 
he had sought and found the pro- 
tecting mercy of God. The storm 
of wrath that burst upon the 
Babylonians passed harmlessly ov- 
er his head; thus will it be in the 
day of final retribution for all who 
sincerely trust in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. He Himself plaialy. af- 
firmed, “Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, Hethat~heareth my word, 

mand believeth. on him that sent 
me, hath everlasting life, and shali 
not come into condemnation 
f judement but is passed from 
death-unto life” (John 5:24), And 
the Apostle Paul wrote later, from 
happy exverience and under di- 
vine direction, ‘““There is therefore 
now no condemnation to. them 
which are in Christ. Jesus” (Rom. 
8:1). 

The appalling. tragedy of the 
events we have been considering, 
in what one of the worst 
nights in the world’s history, is 
that God’s mercy and pardon was

equally available to Belshazzar 
as to Daniel, but whilst one 
sought it, and was delivered, the 
other spurned it, and was de- 
stroyed. 

Now, having first of all en- 
deavoured ta emphasize the es- 


sential part of my message, and 
faithfully warned you, in my Mas- 
ter’s.name, of the consequences of 
‘sin and unbelief, -I come, with 
glowing heart, to the glorious mes- 
sage of the Gospel, and point you 
to our great Redeemer’s cross, 
where He who, in His spotless 
purity, was called “the lamb of 
God,” took awav “the sin of the 
world” (John Fe). It was there 
the precious Son of God volun- 
tarily took upon Himself the sin 
of guilty man, and ™“. ... redecmed 
us from the curse of the law, 
heing made a curse for us’ (Gal. 
3:13). No wonder the poet could 
say: 


“O Christ. what burdens bowed Thy head, 
Our load was laid on Thee; 

Thou stoodest in the sinner’s stead, 
Didst bear all ill for me 


Death and the curse were in our cup, 
O Christ, ‘twas full for Thee, 

But Thou hast drained the last dark drop, 
‘Tis empty now for me.” 


There can be_no possible doubt 
in your heart, dear friend, as to 
the infinite affection with Which 
God regards even the most sinful 


of His creatures, for ““God com- 
mendeth His love toward us, in 
that, while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us” (Rom. 5:8). 
Because of this fathomless love 
for the sinner, God, in His in- 
finite wisdom, has solved the baf- 
fling problem of punishing your sin 
and yet forgiving you. He has 
done this at Calvary, where we 
see His beloved Son, the sinner’s 
substitute, dying “. . . the just for 
the unjust, that he might bring us 
to God” (I Pet. 3:18). Now, as a 
result of that penalty being borne, 
God .can be “just, and .the justi- 
fier of him which believeth in 
Jesus” (Rom. 3:26). 


What a joy to be able to assure 
you that “the vilest offender who 
truly believes, THAT MOMENT 
from Jesus a pardon receives.” 
What a joy, too, for you to dis- 
cover that the very moment you 
sincerely trust in Christ as your 
personal Saviour and Lord, you 
are accepted in Him and account- 
ed as righteous in God’s sight, 
for the sake of the One in whom 
you believe. ‘“‘Now in Christ Je- 
sus ye who sometimes were far 
off are made nigh by the blood of 
Christ” (Eph. 2:13). 


If up to now you have left God 
out of the picture of your life, 
I pray that you may, as you read 
these-lines, know something of 
the conviction that Belshazzar 
knew, when it is recorded con- 
cerning him, ‘The king’s counten- 
ance was changed, and his 
thoughts troubled him, so that the 
joints of his loins were loosed, and 
his knees smote one against an- 


other” (Dan. 5:6). For if this be 
true, it means that conscience is 
at work; it means that God’s gra- 
cious Spirit still seeks to win you 
for Christ; it means that the door 
of mercy is still open wide; _ it 
means that opportunity has 
knocked once again; it means 
that, ere you lay down this ser- 
mon, you can be at perfect peace 
with God through the finished 
work of Christ on Calvary’s cross. 

Once again let me urge you to 
hearken to the _ invitation of 
Isaiah, the evangelical prophet, as 
he says, “Let the wicked forsake 
his way, and the unrighteous man 
his thoughts: and let him return 
unto the Lord, and he will have 
mercy upon him; and to our God, 
for he will abundantly pardon” 
(Isa. 55:7). 


Remember, dear sinner, God 
will treat with you at Calvary, 
and nowhere else. He will settle 
for one thing, and one thing only 
—your confession that what His 
dear Son, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
did upon the cross, was done for 
YOU, and that you accept and 
confess that fact before men. The 
moment you publicly confess Je- 
sus as Saviour, you are saying 
(as I pray God many who read 
this will say), “I am a sinner, and 
as truly worthy of the judgment 
of God against my sins, as was 
Belshazzar on the night of ‘his 
godless banquet, but I believe that 
Jesus died for my sins and bore 
my utmost penalty. I receive Him 
as Saviour and confess Him as 
Lord, and my judgment is over 
forever.” 

I plead with you, unsaved 
friend, to drop on vour knees 
NOW, whilst conviction is upon 
you, or close your eyes and quietly 
receive this wondrous Saviour 


who died in your stead; then go 
out to serve Him, and unite with 
His people, and judgment day 
(which caught Belshazzar unpre- 
pared) will be over for you. 

Whatever you do, beware of re- 
sisting the Spirit of God who 
alone is empowered to produce 
repentance and decision in your 
life. Far better insult a legion of 
white-robed angels, and scoff at 
all earth’s preachers, than bar 
your heart’s door against the woo- 
ing of the Holy Ghost. For, if, 
through indecision, He is driven 
away by you, or love of sin, there 
is nothing left for God to do but 
give you up, “number” your king- 
dom, and eternally ‘‘finish’”’ it, as 
He did that of Belshazzar. 

My heart is burdened, as I leave 
you with God, for the solemn 
thought lays hold of my soul that 
this may be the last Gospel mes- 
sage you may ever hold in your 
hand; and God may have intend- 
ed this sermon, in His providence, 
to be the Spirit’s final appeal to 
your heart. 


“Hasten, hasten to be blest; Stay not for 
the morrow’s sun, 

Lest perdition thee arrest, Ere the morrow 
is begun.” 


“Behold, NOW is the accepted 
time; behold, NOW is the day of 
salvation” (II Cor. 6:2). - 

“Boast not thyself of tomorrow; 
for thou knowest not what a day 
may bring forth” (Prov. 27:1). 
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
